WHAT! 

NO PUSSY CATS 

The early church believing that “What is not 
intrinsically bad can be preserved, Christianized, 
and perfected,” converted the pagan feast of 
“birthday of the unconquerable sun" into the 
“birthday of the Sun of Justice." The so-called 
modern world has reverted back two thousand 
years and again paganized the feast of Christ. 

Several weeks before December 25, the post- 
man begins to deliver Christmas cards by the 
dozens— cards bearing pictures of trees, and 
wreathes and fluffy little pussy cats, and awk- 
ward little puppies. And until several weeks 
after Christmas such cards continue to arrive. 

One would think that Johnnie Jones would 
be puzzled if about three weeks before his birth- 
day he received a card bearing, a choice bit of 
prose or poetry about the advantages of Day- 
light Saving Time. Yet when he receives a 
“Christmas Card” December 12 decorated with 
snow men and pink elephants, he thinks that is 
perfectly reasonable — and seasonable. The ir- 
relevance of such a card to that scene in the sta- 
ble of Bethlehem is striking. 

During the last few years attention has been 
called to this situation and steps taken to over- 
come it. Pastors plead that their parishioners 
buy Christian Christmas cards. Many religious 
communities offer them for sale. The Common- 
weal offers liturgical Christmas cards at a very 
reasonable cost. Yet, if the price is no object, 
why is it that so many people persist in condon- 
ing pagan customs? In reality it seems to be but 
another subtle method of those who would abol- 
ish God to undermine Christianity.
